PON the general Complaiat made of the Jaconvenience and Badrneſs of the Tin Farthings, and Halt- 
Pence, His preſent Majeſty, tor Remedy thereof, and to Encourage the ManufaQtory of Egli/h Cop- 
per, did (on the. 27th. of Juxe, 1694.) grant Licenſe, to the ſaid Contrators, to make and Coin (by the 
Officers of and in His Majeſty's Mint, inthe Tower) Copper: Half-Pence and Farthings, for Sewez Years, 
not exceeding 700 Tuns in the whole, ar One and Twenty Pence half-penny, in tale, to che Pound 

weight ; the ſame to be made of fine Exgz/;þ Copper. And thereupon the Contrafors, did Covenant 

with His Majeſty, to exchange 200 /. per Weel of true Tin Farthings, by tale, for Copper half Pence and Farthings, and to 

_ meltdown ſuch Tin. Farthings every fourteen days. 

PURSUANT. whereunto, the ſaid Contraffors have made uſe of no other than fine Engl;ſþ Copper, and made, and 

| cut the Copper half Pence and Farthings within the value of 214. 4 to the pound weight, and have exchanged true Tin 

Farthings and half Pence, broughr to their Office, at the rate of 2007. per Week, -and melted them down according to their 

Contract. 

NOTWITHSTANDING which, Complaint was made to the Honourable Houſe of Commons, the 13th. day 
of Fannary laſt, of the ſcarcity of Copper half Pence and Farthings ; that the ſame were made of baſe Copper, and were refu- 
ſed to be delivered but for Mild and Unclipt Money, andat 107. or 151. per cent. and that the Contradtors refuled to ex- 
ehange the Tin Farthings. - | 

WHEREAS it hath been made appear by the Books kept in the Mint, andthe Comptrolers Account, that to the end 
- -of September laſt, ' the Contradtors have Coined, andiifſued 141 Tuns and 6 hundred weight of Copper half Pence 
and Farthings ; and from thence in the Months of Oober, November, and December laſt, when they are ſaid to have kepr 
up all their Copper half Pence and Farthings, under pretence of Copper being dear, 22 Tuns more ; and tho! the price of 
| Copper did then ſtill encreaſe, they farther Coined, and ifſued in the Months of Jannary and February laſt, 24 Tuns 
and 15 Hundred weight of Copper Farthings and half Pence. 

AL L which Copper half Pence and Farthings were-made of fine Engliſh Copper, according to the Standard remaining in 
the Tower, as is required by the Contract, and was worth, from September to December lalt, 120 /. per Tun, and from 
. thence 130o/. per Tun. | 
And the Copper halt Pence and Farthings were ſold for the then Currant Money, without any Fee Reward, or other Advan- 
. tage whatſoever ; and the ContraFors were ſo far from refuling any but Mild and Unclipp'd Money, that they have loſt by 
the price of Guineas, taken for them ſince September, above 200 /. | 

NOR did the Contratfors ever Refuſe to Exchange, to the' Value of 200 /. per Week, in Tir Farthings and half 
Pence. But conſidering the Tiz Farthings, were above Eight Years in Coining ; and in them, there was, 1n that 
Lime, Coined to the Value of 700007. and upwards ; 'tis impoſſible in this Caſe to avoid the Clamorrs of fome Per 
- ions, tho" all imaginable Care hath been taken to prevent them : But this Clayrowr is only from- ſuch who have 
bought up the Tir Farthings, for 10s. in the Pound. And by an Order of the/ComrraFors, for taking into their Office 
all the Ti half Pence and Farthings, and making to every Perſon an Equal, ſand Reguiar Exchange, being hindered 
of that Gain, and from making (for the furure) an Advantage upon the Pegple ; for whoſe eaſe, and benefit, this 
Method was taken by the Comtraors, without any Profit to themſelves, or rheir Servants, who are all obliged, by 
_ in great Penalties, neither dire@ly, nor indirefttly to intermeddle therein, do proſecute this Groundlefs 

omplaint. 

AND whereas it is ſaid, That the Copper Money is lighter than it ought to be: It has been made appear by the 
Officers of the Mizr, and the Comprroler, that though ſome of the Farthings, and half Pence, have been Unequal; 
yet, in the whole, they have been 504 /. los. 104d. 5 in Money, above the weight allowed by the Contra, by 
which over-weight, the Contraftors have loſt the faid Sum of 504 /. ro 5s. 104. +. 
| UPON the whole matter, the Contratters, inſtead of making great Advantages to themſelves, as 1s ftalſly ſuggeſted, 

beſides the loſs by the under weight, and*Intereſt of their Stock, have loſt to the 24th. of November laſt, 2469 4.
